Dear Dr. Robynne: 

Being back at college is very exciting but, even though school just started, I am 
already beginning to feel "stressed out." Can you give me some helpful hints about 
managing stress? Thanks. 

--STRESSED IN L.A. 
Dear Stressed: 

What a positive thing it is for you to know yourself well enough to recognize when you are experiencing 
stress! In fact, although college is a very exciting time, it can also be quite stressful. Here are some 
stress-reducing techniques I've found to be helpful: 

1. Take a mental mini-vacation : Use visual imagery of a relaxing, beautiful scene. 
Just close your eyes and imagine what it looks like, sounds like, and feels like. 

2. Take a deep breath : This brings much-needed oxygen into the body, relaxes 
the muscles, slows down the heart rate, and helps calm the mind. 

3. Relax your muscles : Focusing on tension release (by tightening and then 

relaxing muscles from the toes up to the head) helps your body feel more 
relaxed. 

4. Walk it off : This has stress-reducing benefits. Even a brisk 5 to 1 5 minute 

walk can be effective. 

5. Talk it out : Getting it off your chest is very helpful because it puts things in 
perspective. Be sure to choose someone who is a good listener. And, you can 
always make an appointment to speak to a counselor (who is trained to be a 
good listener and be supportive).

IMPORTANT INFORMATION on using your MSMC medical insurance: 
If you are enrolled in the MSMC student medical insurance plan, you must receive a referral from 
either the MSMC student health clinic or the USC student health clinic in order to receive specialty 
services. Specialty services include such services as X-rays, MRI, CAT scan, dermatologist, 
orthopedist, gynecologist, etc. You will receive this referral after you have made an initial 
appointment with either the MSMC student health clinic or the USC student health clinic and the 
doctor there has determined that you need to be referred. You do not need a referral for emergency 
services or for services you receive when the student health clinics are closed. 

Once you are referred, you should be prepared to pay your $50.00 deductible at the time of your visit 
to the specialist. Once you have paid your deductible, your insurance will cover 80% of the remaining 
costs of the services. You will be responsible for the remaining 20% of the costs. You should ask 
before receiving your services for an estimate of how much it will cost. In order for the insurance , 
company to pay the 80% of your bill, you must file a claim form. Claim forms are available in the 
Doheny business office, the Doheny health center, at the Chalon student health clinic and at the USC 
student health clinic. You should complete the first part of the claim form and have your doctor 
complete part two. Often the doctor's office will file the claim for you; however, do not assume that 
this is true. Verify with the doctor as to which of you will be filing the claim. 
To file a claim with the insurance company, you must complete the following: 

□ Complete the claim form for each visit (Always keep a copy for your records!) 

□ Pay your $50.00 deductible to your doctor 

□ Enclose a copy of the referral with your claim form 

□ Pay your 20% co-pay to your doctor 

□ Mail your completed claim form and referral to AG Administrators (address at the top of your claim 
form).

Students enrolled in a private plan or HMO: 

Students who are covered by private insurance plans or HMOs do not need to obtain a referral prior 

to using your insurance. However, you must refer to your individual plan to see what services are 

covered by your insurance company or HMO. Often there are restrictions associated with the 

services you can receive and where you can receive those services. If you have questions regarding 

your private insurance, contact your insurance company or HMO for more information. 

Note : The health insurance cards are not ready for pick-up yet, but will be very soon. If you need to 

see a health care provider and they need proof of insurance, the doctor's office/clinic can verify that 

you are covered by calling AG Administrators at 1 (800) 634-8628, or you can pick up a claim form in 

my office if you wish. If you have additional questions, please call me at (213) 477-2685.

Ask Dr. Robynne 

Dear Dr. Robynne: I have a friend who seems to feel sad most of the time. She told me she has been 
diagnosed with depression. Would you please explain what this means and suggest ways I might be able to 
help her? —A Concerned Friend 

Dear Concerned: 

Your friend is lucky to have a friend like you! This letter comes at a good time because October 9 is National 
Depression Screening Day. Believe it or not, it has been estimated that more than 1 7 million Americans 
suffer depression annually. This is not to be confused with "the blues" because everyone feels sad or 
discouraged from time to time. Major Depression is a brain disorder that affects the whole body. People 
with this disorder have a number of specific symptoms, including: 

■ feeling extremely sad most of the time ■ feeling slowed down and tired 

■ finding little pleasure in life ■ feelings of worthlessness or excessive guilt 

■ gaining or losing weight (when not dieting) ■ concentration problems 

■ sleeping too little or too much ■ thoughts of death or suicide 

The good news is that depression responds well to treatment, which usually includes some form of 
counseling. In fact, 80% of people with depression report that they feel better within a few weeks of starting 
treatment. Other things that can be done about depression include exercising, eating well, resting, talking 
with loved ones, and not being so hard on oneself. In terms of how you can help, 
continue being her good friend, encourage her (if she has not already done so) to 
seek or continue counseling, and applaud her efforts of self-care. Keep up the 
good work!

If the student is doing passing work at mid-semester 
and then does failing work, please give either a Mid-Semester or STEP Notice at that time. The 
information the instructor puts on these notices assists both Advisors and the Dean in counseling 
students and in making decisions regarding probation and disqualification.

Diarrhea and Vomiting 

□ WHAT DO YOU HAVE? 

You have diarrhea, which means increased watery stools in a 24-hour period. This can 
be caused by several things such as a stomach/intestinal virus or bacterial infection. 
Vomiting may also occur with diarrhea. 

□ WHAT IS THE TREATMENT FOR? 

Loss of fluid from the body is what is most dangerous about vomiting and diarrhea, so it is 
important to try to control this loss. There is no medication that will cure vomiting and 
diarrhea; control is by diet. You can take a clear liquid diet, which rests your stomach and 
intestines. Here is the diet you should use: 

Take only clear liquids for 24 hours. These include Gatorade, Jell-O, clear soda like 7-Up, (let soda sit 
open for thirty minutes so the gas can escape), ice chips or clear broth soups. Popsides are also 
popular. If you are vomiting, start with small feedings — one cup ever 1/2 hour. If you continue 
to vomit, take nothing at all for two hours and then start with small amounts again. If there is no 
vomiting you may drink as much as you want. 

2. After 24 hours without vomiting or diarrhea, you may have a banana, applesauce, plain flour tortilla, 
sweetened dry cereal, pretzels, or unbuttered toast with jelly. If you continue to do well, you can 
add a soft-boiled egg, lean beef, stewed chicken, apple or tapioca. After that, you can gradually 
work back to your regular diet. 

3. Do not eat fried, greasy or fatty foods or whole milk until the diarrhea has been completely stopped 
for at least two days. 

□ WHAT KIND OF FOLLOW-UP DO YOU NEED? When should you contact your doctor immediately? 

1 . If you have severe dry mouth, loss of weight, unusual fatigue, dark urine. 

2. If you feel unusually sleepy, difficulty awakening or high fever. 

3. If you do not improve within 3 days. 

You may call us or return to Health Services for any symptoms which concern you.

HIVES 

Hives ( urticaria ) are itchy, red, swollen patches that appear suddenly. They change size, 
shape, and location quickly and repeatedly. Angioedema is hives that occurs deeper in the 
skin, usually in the hands, feet, and face. Hives may be a reaction to something you ate, 
touched, or put on your skin. Hives can also be caused by drugs, cold, heat, viral 
infections, insect bites, and stress. Often, the cause is not known. Hives usually come and 
go for several days and then disappear. In some people, hives can be part of a more 
serious reaction. Hives are not contagious. 

INSTRUCTIONS: 

* If you know what caused your hives, avoid whatever caused the attack. 

* You may use an over the counter antihistamine for relief of symptoms 

* Apply cold compresses to the skin or take cool baths. Warmth will make 
the itching worse. 

* Wear loose fitting clothing 

CALL YOUR DOCTOR IF : 

* You still have a lot of itching after taking the medication for 24 hours 

* You develop a temperature 

* You have any pain or swelling in your joints 

* Your hives last more than one week 

* You develop new or unexplained symptoms 



GO TO THE HOSPITAL IMMEDIATELY IF : 

* You have these symptoms during an attack of hives: 

- swollen lips or tongue 

- difficulty breathing or swallowing 

- abdominal pain 

THESE MAY BE THE FIRST SIGN OF A LIFE THREATENING 
ALLERGIC REACTION. THIS IS AN EMERGENCY. CALL 911.

Student's Notification of Rights under FERPA 

The Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act (FERPA) affords students certain rights with respect 
to their education records. 




They are: 

(1) The right to inspect and review the student's education records within 45 days of the day 
Mount St. Mary College received a request for access. 

Students should submit to the registrar, or other appropriate official, written requests that identify the 
record(s) they wish to inspect. The Mount St. Mary's College official will make arrangements for access and 
notify the student of the time and place where the records may be inspected. If the records are not 
maintained by the Mount St. Mary's College official to whom the request was submitted, that official shall 
advise the student of the correct official to whom the request should be addressed. 

(2) The right to request the amendment of the student's education records that the student 
believes are inaccurate or misleading. 

Students may ask Mount St. Mary's College to amend a record that they believe is inaccurate or 
misleading. They should write Mount St. Mary's College official responsible for the record, clearly identify 
the part of the record they want changed, and specify why it is inaccurate or misleading. 

If Mount St. Mary's College decides not to amend the record as requested by the student, Mount St. 
Mary's College will notify the student of the decision and advise the student of his or her right to a hearing 
regarding the request for amendment. Additional information regarding the hearing procedures will be 
provided to the student when notified of the right to a hearing. 

(3) The right to consent to disclosures of personally identifiable information contained In the 
student's education records, except to the extent that FERPA authorizes disclosure without consent. 

One exception which permits disclosure without consent is disclosure to school officials with 
legitimate educational interests. A school official is a person employed by Mount St. Mary's College in an 
administrative, supervisory, academic or research, or support staff position (including law enforcement unit 
personnel and health staff); a person or company with whom Mount St. Mary's College has contracted (such 
as an attorney, auditor, or collection agent); a person serving on the Board of Trustees; or a student serving 
on an official committee, such as a disciplinary or grievance committee, or assisting another school official in 
performing his or her tasks. A school official has a legitimate educational interest if the official needs to 
review an education record in order to fulfill his or her professional responsibility. 

(4) The right to file a complaint with the U.S. Department of Education concerning alleged 
■^^-JL^ failures by Mount St. Mary's College to comply with the requirements of FERPA.

Dear Dr. Robynne: 

I'm a little worried about returning home for the holidays and living with my family again after having lived 
on my own all semester. What can I expect and what should I do to make Christmas Break a bit easier? 

—Home for the Holidays 
Dear "Home for the Holidays:" 

Visiting home for the holidays can be both stressful and enlightening (especially if it's your parents' first time 
for you to be away for an extended period). Parents often expect that your visit home will involve spending 
a lot of time with them and with your other family members, while your plans may be different. Sometimes 
parents will make your favorite foods, make plans for you, or even load you up with chores. Many times 
these efforts have the same aim, which is to ensure that you do spend time with them. Some conflicts can 
be avoided by letting your parents in on your plans before you walk in the door, and making sure that you 
make some time for them. 

One area of conflict may be your expectation that you can follow the same rules at home that you follow 
away at school, versus your parents' expectation that you will continue to follow the guidelines you followed 
in high school. Problems such as these can be avoided by discussing ahead of time the differing 
expectations you and your parents have. 

You may notice many other changes as well. If you come from a single parent home, you may discover that 
your parent has made some personal changes while you were away — new friends, new interests or new 
habits. If your parents are separated or divorced, coming home from college can spark new battles over 
who spends time with whom and for how long. 

There are many issues and changes that are an inevitable part of growing that you and your family will 
experience during your college years. For most people, these changes are stressful (but normal) milestones 
that they simply grow through. For others, these transitions can be so stressful that they interfere with 
successful functioning. Help and counseling is available at the Counseling Center should you desire it.

• The Board of Directors has also established a standing Marketing 
Committee whose primary responsibility will be to convey to the public 
that the Figueroa Corridor is a great place to shop, live, work, visit, or 
attend an event; 

• The Figueroa Corridor Partnership has teamed up with the Community 
Redevelopment Agency of Los Angeles (CRA) to produced a blueprint for 
economic development in the BID area.
